rand Americans. But when Andy Lewis 


and his borderers batled with Chief 
Cornstalk and his Shawnees, it was 
strictly a native affair.> 

Lewis was born fn Ireland, but he 
had come to this country while still 
a child, and he was no less an Amer- 
ican than the frontietsmen he led. He 
fought with George Washington in the 
French and Indian war and he beeame 
one. of the greatest leaders of the co- 
lonial troops. ‘He was six feet: two 
inches tall and powerful, 

Lewis was chosen by Lord Dunmore 
in 1774 to lead a picked body of men 
against the Shawnees while Dunmore 
attacked’ them from another direction, 
Chief Cornstalk knew the two armies 
were coming and decided to defeat one 
before the other could join it—a fa- 
yorite trick of Napoleon. 

The Shawnees attacked Lewis’ army 
early one morning. . Lewis had taken 
-out hig pipe when. the first shot was 
fired. He coolly finished lighting his 


-pipe -and-then-gave the—orders—to -his.}.. 


men, who rushed to meet the Indians. 
Both sides fought “Indian-fashion,” 
dodging from tree to tree and taking 
advantage of every bit of cover.’ The 
fighting was at a close range and. in 
oke-filled forest frontiersman 
and Iddian came hartid to hand—toma- 
hawk against hunting knife. 
_ Late in the afterndon the Indians 
gave way, but there was no rout. 
Cornstalk was too good a general for 
that and the Americans pald dearly 
for every foot of ground they won. 
That night Lewis heid possession of 
the battlefield, but he had won it ata 
terrible cost—75 men killed and 140 
wounded. Andy Lewis and his bor- 
derers had won the greatest Indian 
battle in early American history. . 
Andy Lewis did not have a chance 
to make a name for. himself in. the 
War of the Revolution which soon fol- 
lowed. He was pnssed over for gen- 
erals of Jess ability and he died In 
1780, an embittered, broken-hearted 
oldman, .. The ‘fate of his opponent, 
Cornstalk, had also’ been a. sad one. 
In 1777 he came to a fort on the Ohio 
on_a_ friendly mination, . ..He was arrest; 
ed and thrown ‘into - prison, , While! 
there the. great Shawnee leader was 
treacherously murdered by a mob of 
soldiers in revenge for the dernth of a 
comrade: who -had been killed oe In- 
— 


Hnight: a—soldier ~was--posted there and 
the next Morning could not be found. 

Only the bravest men-In the-army 
were selected for this post. General 
Lyman gave orders for them to call out 
“Who goes there?” three times, if they 
heard any noise, and then if no answer 
eame, to fire. But the disappearances 
continued until his men were panic- 
stricken and refused to take, such a 
dangerous station, 

At last Israel Putnam, a member, of 
Major Rogers’ rangers, volunteered’ to 
go on guard at that place and solve 
the mystery. One hot summer night 
he heard a rustling fn the. leaves 
near-hy. The sounds were those 
of an animal scuffling about on the 
ground for food and, peering through 
the darkness, Putnam saw by the faint 


starlight a huge creature, which he 
secant ody bear, slowly sham- 
bling towa m. 


Something in the bear's gait aroused 
the oe suspicion. eyaen obeyed 


three - ames and. then fired. A loud 
groaning and struggling noise followed 
and when the scout rushed forward 
the found the bear in its death agony. 
Then he turned the animal over. En- 
closed in the shaggy skin, still clutch- 
' ing ‘a tomahawk but stone dead, lay 
a giant Indian. 

The mystery was solved, The other 
sentinels had believed.it was a real 
bear they heard and allowed the dar- 
ing ‘warrior to get near enough to ‘use 
his tomahawk before they learned 
their mistake. No more sentinels dis- 
appeafed.

Thea, 
scarcely giving the ducks time 
to get hungry, Cornelissen re- 
peated the experiment and was 
once more successful, “In an 
_ amazingly short space of time” 
he declared, “the fleck was re 
duced to ‘a. single duck, which 
had eaten his nineteen droth- 
ers,” 

' Sclentists and naturalists 
argued about the matter for 
some days through the columns 
of the Parisian papera Then 
Cornelissen confessed that the 
whole thing was a hoax, There 
had never even been @ flock af" 
ducka, just the one that he kept 
for purposes of erhibitton. But 
the report had gained so much 
publicity that the phrase “duck 
story” was Implanted tn French 
slang, much as “fish story” tg an 
necepted colloquialism in Eng-.
